London, Jxk. 30.—Great Britain hai given a diplomatic¬ 
ally blnnt hint to Premier Mnxolini that there is to be no 
bombinf of British Bed Cross units in Ethiopia, it was 
learned to-day. 

Maurice Ingram, British Charge de'Affaires at Rome, . 
called on Pnivio Suvich, Italian Under-Becretary for 
Foreign Affairs, and politely drew his attention to the exact 
location of the British Bed Cross unit which reached Dessyo 
last week. 

The tint official Brltlah unit wae 
to have gone to the Ogaden front, 
under command of Dr. Melley. At 
th« request of Emperor Halle Selaa- 
aie. however. It waa transferred to 
Deasye. northern headquarters of the 
Ethiopian troops. 

Mr. Ingram called on Signor Suvich 
Saturday and informed him of the 
changed location. “In order that there 
may be no misunderstanding.'*

Jan. 30.—Oxygen was administered 
to the sinking King Oeorge V to-day and his physicians 
announced his strength was “ diminishing. ’* 

A person in does touch with court circles described the 
King's slow weakening as “a general slowing up of the 
bodily machine.’’ 

It waa at least the second time oxygen was known to have 
been given the King since Friday. Every effort was being 
made to conserve the monarch's strength. Even the visits 
of Queen Mary and other members of the family to his bed¬ 
side have been kept as short as possible.

Jolielte. and the Ottawa Valley, 
and while French-Canadians predominate, there is 
also a fair proportion of English-speaking settlers, 
who are also accompanied by their clergymen. In¬ 
cidentally. the report of the experiment to date notes 
that a draftsman, who was for a long time on relief, 
but who to-day is one of the minority of self-sup¬ 
porting farmers in the district. 

The main point of this settlement in Quebec Is 
that it shows what can be done with the raw human 
material if proper encouragement is forthcoming. Hard 
work is ahead of the people who have chosen New 
Teroiscamingueras their future home. But they will 
know nothing of fhe hardships of the pioneers of half 
a century ago. After their day's labors are over, 
they will be able to "listen in" to the progress of 
the world hundreds of miles away. True, they may 
not all be able to indulge in the luxury of a radio.

It i» interesting to note, by the way. that of 
ockrly 80.000 Jew* who have fled from Cerraany 
since the Nazi regime assumed power, fully ooe- 
third of them have gone to Palestine, yet before 1933 
there were only about 2,000 German Jew. in that 
country. There, according to Mr. Erich Coltgetren. 
the Jerutelem correspondent of The Menoreh Jour¬ 
nal., the Jewish quarterly, "will not remain merely 
Cerman-Jewish immigrants," on the contrary, "within 
the next two or three years they will become Jew*, 
and nothing but Jews." They will be 100 per cent 
Jew* when their persecutor ha* been forc'd along 
tbe way of all dictators. 


Obvious care Has been taken in the choice of the 
head of the families seel to New Temiscamiogue, 
for, for the moat part, the men ere originally from 
the land, men who can turn their hands to practically 
every form of manual labor. This, of course, be¬ 
speaks success from the outset. 

So for, the majority ol the settlers in the terri¬ 
tory in question are from Montreal. Three Rivers, 
Hull. Sherbrooke. Jolielte, and the Ottawa Valley, 
and while French-Canadums predominate, there it 
also a fair proportion of English-speaking settler*, 
who are also accompanied by their clergymen. In¬ 
cidentally. the report of the experiment to date notes 
that a draftsman, who was for a long time on relief, 
but who to-day is one of the minority of self-sup¬ 
porting farmers in tbe district. 

Tbe mein point of this settlement in Quebec is 
that it shows what can be done with the raw human 
material if proper encouragement is forthcoming. Hard 
work is ahead of ihe people who have chosen New 
Teraiscamingue as their future home. But they will 
know nothing of the hardships of the pioneers of half 
a century ago. After their day’s labors are over, 
they will be able to "listen in" to the progress of 
the world hundreds of miles away. True, they may 
not all be able to indulge m the luxury of t radio, 
but in a community which has made up its mind to 
turn its back on relief, there caa be nightly fore-

CALLED A CONFERENCE 

In constitutional knowledge His 
Majesty was not surpassed by any 
of hla ministers. HU opportunities 
for studying the problems of tbe 
realm and of the Empire had been 
unique, and of these he bad fully 
availed himself. Shrinking from an 
all but unprecedented task, he ven¬ 
tured to hope that a fair compro¬ 
mise might be found. A conference 
waa arranged, at which the govern¬ 
ment and the Unionist Party wet* 
each represented by four members. 
King Oeorge had the loyal sympathy 
of both parties who were alike de¬ 
sirous of saving him. at tbe very 
outset of bis reign, from the awk¬ 
wardness of doing what must be un¬ 
welcome to so many of hi* subjects. 
Th# arrangement caused a suspension 
of hostilities, which lasted through 
tbe summer and autumn. But In 
November, greatly to th* disappoint¬ 
ment of those who bad hoped for a 
happy settlement. It was announced

His Majesty Ming Oeorge ▼ was 
born at Marlborough House. London, 
on June 3. 1885. and. after a career 
in the Royal Navy, which took him 
Into every port of the British Em¬ 
pire. came to the throne on the death 
of King Edward VU on May 6. 1910. 

It was on July 8, 1893. that King 
Oeorge. then tbe Duke of Tor*. mar¬ 
ried his Vcond couslh.' Tier mnMF 
Highness the Princes# Mary e< Tech 
(“May"), daughter of Her Royal 
Highness May Adelaide, th* late 
Duchess of Teck and Hl# Highness 
the Duke of Teck The Duchees of 
Tkck waa the daughter of BJUL 
Adolphus. Duke ol Cambridge, sev¬ 
enth son of King Oeorge in of Great 
Britain.

Trained originally Tor the navy. 
King Oeorge never lost hi* love for 
the sea. A capable naval officer him¬ 
self. he could Judge personally the 
maejts of hie sea captains. Nothing 
wmrtd have pleased him better than 
to Command a fleet, squadron or ship 
in the World War. but naturally he 
was barred from such activities, and 
in fact, was rarely allowed afloat 
during th# war. except to visit the 
French battlefields which, as we have 
seen, he did frequently. Barred from 
naval work, he took up yachting In 
real earnest and proved himself a 
fine sailor and yachtsman; frequently 
sailing bis own racing yacht Bri¬ 
tannia In regattas, and with success. 

In celebration of their safe return 
from their overseas tour, the Prince 
and Princes* of Wales were enter¬ 
tained by the Lord Mayor and the 
London* Corporation at the Guildhall 
on December 5 It was on this occa¬ 
sion that the Prince delivered bis 
memorable exhortation to th# Moth¬ 
erland to "wake up." This speech, 
which Lord Rosebery referred to at 
the time as a "statesmanlike ad¬ 
dress." a term which all the British 
paper* accepted as worthily describing 
it. put the Prince before the aston¬ 
ished and admiring eye# of the Em¬ 
pire as a statesman, and lifted him 
at once to a high place in the respect 
of the people. 

"I had ample opportunities." be 
said in th* course of hie speech, "to 
form some estimate of th# military 
strength of Australia. New Zealand 
and Canada, having reviewed upwards 
of 70.000 troops Abundant and ex¬ 
cellent material le^^allable. requir¬ 
ing only that moulding into shape 
which can be readily effected by the 
hands of capable and experienced 
officers." 

VISITS TO INDIA AND CANADA 

In October. 1905. the Prince and 
Princess of Wales left England and 
went to India, landing at Bombay on 
November 8. They returned to Eng¬ 
land on May 8. 1900. attended a 
thanksgiving service at Westminster 
Abbey on May 18. and were enter¬ 
tained by the City of London at the 
Oulldhalt on Mar 17. 

In a remarkable speech made In 
London, concerning India, the Prince 
■aid: "I cannot halp thinking, from 
all I have heard and seen, that the 
task of governing India will be made 
the easier If we. on our part. Infuse 
Into It s wider element of sympathy. 
I will venture to predict that to such 
sympathy there will be an ever abun¬ 
dant and genuine response." 

In 1908 tbe Prince of Wales cam# 
to Canada In connection with the 
celebration of the Tercentenary of 
Quebec, and on July 24 personally 
handed over to the Oovernor-Oenerml 
of th* day, Earl Orey. the deeds of 
the battlefields of that historic old 
city.

UNEXPECTED EMINENCE 
The sudden death of the Duke of 
Clarence In 1899 raised him to unex¬ 
pected eminence as heir to the British 
Throne, fvrn tRen. however, be had 
Isas opportunity of making himself 
known to his future subjects than 
th* average heir At that Urns, and 
for the next tan years, hla grand¬ 
mother. Queen Victoria, waa still 
alive and, naturally, th* chief figure 
in Court life, while him father—then 
Prince of Wales—waa "the first gen¬ 
tleman In the land.” The little- 
known Duke of York, as be then waa. 
scarcely attracted tbe public atten¬ 
tion which otherwise would have 
been due to hla position. For 
another thing, his uncle, the Duke 
of Connaught, had been carrying out 
many important state missions and 
acting aa deputy to th* Prlnes of 
Wales, and It was sows# yearn bsf ose 
Prince Oeorge waa permitted to taks 
up his proper duties 
With his father's accession to tha 
Throne in 1901. and hla own elevation 
to the rank of Prince of Wales. Oeorge 
cams to the front, but by this time 
he was a man of thirty-six—rather 
late In. life to start cultivating per¬ 
sonal popularity, an enterprise, more¬ 
over. for which he had no great 
liking at any time. Of short suture, 
he presented by no means a com¬ 
manding figure, and his retiring 
disposition prevented him from 
thrusting himself gratuitously into 
the limelight. That he eventually 
attained such Empire-wide admira¬ 
tion and respect eras a tribute to the 

r lties which he kept hidden from 
public view, but which he eer- 
talnly possessed, for he succeeded in 
establishing himself la tbe popular 
affections. 

ABBUFT TRANSFORMATION 
Up to this point the career of 
Prince Oeorge had been interesting 
and creditable, but It promised after 
all. no climax more exciting than 
such a position as tbe laU Duke of 
Edinburgh attained as a royal ad¬ 
miral in command. But now the aad 
event occurred which transformed at 
once' his prospects and his manner 
of life. In December. 1891. Prince 
Oeorge was strtken down with en¬ 
teric fever and lay for some time in 
great danger He was scarcely con¬ 
valescent when influence attacked hla 
elder brother Complications fol¬ 
lowed. and after a few days of acute 
suspense, the Duke of Clarence died 
(January. 1899). 

Prince Oeorge. who all hla life had 
hankered-for the simple existence of 
an ambitious naval officer, suddenly 
found himself a direct heir to the 
throne and destined victim of all tbe 
preliminary routine of ceremonies 
which must be faced for many a long 
year before Um# could bring with 
It the interest and responsibility of 
reigning. But in all probability th# 
nation lost nothing from the fact 
that Prince Oeorge was not brought 
up to expect the cro#n. Without 
that weight of pride mingled with 
apprehension his character developed 
on strong and simple lines. He waa 
more spontaneous, more democratic, 
than he might have become had the 
shadow df his destiny always lain 
across his path. 

Tbe change In Prince Oeorge s 
status came abruptly and completely. 
The young officer, whose pride it had 
been Id advance gradually by steps 
which he earned, from middy .to 
lieutenant, and from lieutenant to 
commander, suddenly found thrust 
upon him the dignity of Duke of 
York, s dormant title which the 
Prince of Wales wished to revive 
Nor was be allowed to forget that, 
ftgjfe* heir to the throne, hi* duty 


secretaries of state, the diplomatic 
corps, th* cabinet ministers, and 
Lord Salisbury, all in full dress, with 
many social celebrities and ladles in 
toilettes of surpassing beauty. 

A salute of 101 gUna was fired after 
the service, which announced to th# 
expectant crowd outside the termina¬ 
tion of the ceremony.

The coronation was carried out with 
all the ancient and picturesque cere¬ 
monial called for by the usage of 
centuries, snd the whole Empire was 
represented in the grand old Abbey. 
The splendid manifestations of loy¬ 
alty which the occasion evoked were 
recognised In HU Majesty’s subse¬ 
quent message to hi* people 
A lover of hones. King Oeorge dif¬ 
fered from bU father in that he took 
little interest In horse-racing. On 
succeeding to the throne, he kept on 
the royal stables at Newmarket aa a 
matter of duty, and attended th* 
leading race meetings, when social 
duties seemed to demand hU 
presence, but he never professed 
much interest in the turf from the 
point of view of mere racing. Aa a 
breeder of blood stock, however, he 
was an expert, and h# also took a 
personal — and expert — Interest in 
cattle breeding. The royal cattle 
farms attained hitherto unrivalled 
eminence among exhibitors of prise 
cattle. King Oeorge was a thoroughly 
practical farmer and achieved re¬ 
markable personal successes in tha 
reorganisation and administration of 
hU farms and estates. 

CONSTITUTION At. RULER 
As a ruler, he was never accused 
of interfering with party politic* or of 
favoring any particular politician. 
He believed in hU duty as a consti¬ 
tutional sovereign loyally to accept 
the advice of the Prime Minister of 
the day. King Edward waa known 
to have political leanings (of a Liberal 
tone) and he undoubtedly "medqjed" 
very successfully with foreign poli¬ 
tics. but King Oeorge was content to 
leave such things to bU constitution¬ 
ally elected advisers. Conservative. 
Liberal, or Labor. On th# Irish ques¬ 
tion, hr was knoara to have strung 
views—mainly directed towards the 
establishment of a lasting peace be¬ 
tween the Mother Country and the 
Oreen Isle, so that while Mr. Lloyd 
Oeorge. during hla Premiership, was 
working towards that end. King 
Oeorge had no hesitation in ba c ki n g 
that statesman to the limit.

A GREAT INHERITANCE 

As Hla Majesty said . In one of hla 
addresses, the inheritance had come 
to him from "a great and ancient 
line." Long before William the Her¬ 
man had won the field of Hastings, 
hla ancestor* had ruled In England 
and Scotland and Ireland. Th# blood 
of that line permeated the nation. 
Generation after generation it had 
mingled with the people of the land 
until king and people had become 
virtually one. At a late day in the 
life of that Royal House."though to¬ 
day It seems s long way behind us 
in the "backward and abysm of 
time”—that is. towards the close of 
the Tudor periods—British seamen 
began to make their Influence felt 
in many seas and an many shores. 
Befo re the sixteenth century closed, 
they had sot about raising the fabric 
of the British Empire. But even th# 
most enthusiastic of those brave 
navigator*, explorers and warriors did 
not dream of such an Empire as that 
to which King Oeorge was heir. In¬ 
deed. It seems boastful to cite th* 
figures of its area and population 
To apeak of an area of about 14.- 
000.000 square miles, and of a pop¬ 
ulation of about 450.000,000 looks 
like mere exaggeration.
